In 1839 a Presbyterian church was 
built in the town and is now a pros­

Mormons.

Presbyterian 
church was built but this congrega­ 
tion was disbanded about 1880 and 
the church building was moved from 
its site and was afterwards convert­ 
ed into a barn.

H O W T O WAKE R A I N F A L L 
“Rain makes the corn crop.” Every­ 
body lias been saying this for years 
but it took the United States govern­ 
ment to prove it. 
In every county in 
the whole United States the govern­ 
ment keeps several weather stations

stations the 
rainfall 
for 
every day in the year is measured 
and recorded. 
From these records the 
weather bureau run tell just

much rain fell at any point each sea­ 
son for more than fifty years back.

big corn crop. 
Ile figured Just how 
much increase in corn yield went with 
an Increase of an Inch of rainfall, and 
learned that each inch of rain in July 
is worth five million dollars to Ohio 
farmers. 
He found that whenever the 
average rainfall 
for Ohio and the 
other corn states is light in July the 
corn yield is below the average. 
Experiments show that the farmer 
can profit by this information. 
Two 
fields lay Hid*' by side, and both were 
planted to corn. 
One was cultivated 
frequently to make it hold th*- inois 
tore. 
The other was not cultivated 
at all. 
In the middle of July soil was 
taken from each field. 
The soil from 
the cultivated field was found to con­ 
tain as much more water than that 
from thefrom the uncultivated ti* Id as 
would be equivalent to over an inch 
of rain. 
Thus the farmer had in ef­ 
fect made it rain on his cron.
